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The Loss of the *New Ironsides
Tar loss of the United States frigate New
Ironsides 1s anational calamity. Sho was the
bes! iron-clal in our mnivy,anu one of the
most formidable war veesels In the woild:
She was associated with some of the most
brilliant achievements of the late war, and
gained a world-wide repulation,

The circumstances attending the destrue
tion of this vessel woald seem to reflect upon
the naval authoritles. It Is evident that no
sufficient preparation had been made to guard
against Just such o disaster as has now over-
taken our best vessel. When the fire broke
out there were no appliances at hand for sub-
dulng it, and the best that could be done was
to batten down the hatchways, and send to
this clty for assistance. Before that arrived
the vessel was o mass of flame, and it was
only by the most strenuous exertions of the
firemon that the fire was prevented irom
spreading to the neighboring vessels,

Congress, too, in the loss of this splendid
and costly ship-of-war, may trace the work-
Ings of its short-sighted policy in regard to
the League Island matter. Here are our
iron-clad vessels—the very life of our navy—
laid up on private premiges, and confided to
the care of & handful of watchmen. Had
League Island been accepted for a naval
site, as all {he interests of the counutry have
ong demanded, this vessel could hardly have
been lost. Asmatters now stand, it was by mere
good luck that the Dictalor and the Atlanta
were not consumed also. \We hope that this
disaster will arouse Congress to the necessity
of lmmediately maklong adequate provision
or the wants of the navy, and that the naval
authonties will meantime take measures for
the more perfect protection of our iron-clads
at League Island.

“Little Pleasantries ¥

TaAT debatable ground for conflict of arms
between the North and South—the city of
Washington—has again witnessed a little
melee between * distinguished gentlemen.”
The facts of the case are rather interesting.
Dr. Sidney, of Mississippi. has been a staunch
Unlonist throughout the war. Judge Abel
bas been an intense secessionist since “reason
held her sway in h's distracted globe,” Some
two years since a difficulty between these
gentlemen resulted in a rencontre, in which
pistol shots were exchanged, but “nebody
hurt,” After this slight exhibition of frlendly
relations, the parties did not meet until, on
Tuesday last, they came face to face in the
Capital oronnde  Tmmediately upon behold-
ing the Doctor, the Judge advanced, and with-
ant anv previous provoeation, salated him
Southerner!” Sldney, suuuwid, 1 _ranagadn
adage that * Actions speak louder than
words,” preserved a sublime silence, and
knocked the Judge down, One would have
supposed that the Judge, when he made such
an attack, would have naturally been pre-
pared for such a catastrophe, and have armed
himself for the emergency; but no such fore-
sight was exhibited. No sooner was the
form of his Honor picked up, than he peace-
fully departed, and In the afternoon sent s
challenge, which, being accepted, was fol-
lowed in the evening by a note of apology,
in which the legal functionary stated that
his salutation to Dr. Sidoey was intentled as
‘a little pleasantry.”

“Now, ifyou leave a man at two in the
morning,” says Dickens, “in the best pogsible
humor, and meet him again at ten, and he,
withoul provocation, calls you a serpent, it
is natural to suppose that something has
happened.” The same logic applies to the
present case. It you fight a duel with a man
ou a political difference, and the next time
he meets you he advances, without a word
of explanation,and calls you a “d—d rene-
gade,” it 18 natural to suppose that he desires
another fight. Buat this logic has proved
fallacious.* An oath and an epithet of oppro-
brium1s merely a “little pleasantry !"

We have our own theory in regard to the
probabilitics of the case. We cannot but
think that the Judge did not expect the
Doctor to resent the insult, Imbued with
the ides that the supremacy of the South for
courage was still an acknowledged fact, he
thought that he could insult with impunity a
man who had been true to his country. The
rapld blow and the immediate acceptance of
& challenge proved his mistake. It is seldom
that we find a case in the code of honor in
which the party who s struck, and who sends
a challenge, is the one to apologize. A blow
generally calls forth something more than a
mere explanation, We should suppose that the
notes which contained the “litile pleasantry”
gave & word of warning for the futare,
“Twice you have kicked me, 8ir; three times
you bave smacked my face; now beware of a
sixth offense,”

The despatch which tells us of the ocour-
rence also adds that “the frlends of the par-
tis are very Indigoant at the resule” [y g
strapge, for most Iriends design to act as
seconds. The dramatist represcnts the
unfortunate “ Bob Acres” s begging uls
iriend to give his love to uis family, which is
entirely dependent on him for support, and
eagerly asking Lim whether he does not
think his duty demands that he should
rise¢ above passlon, and live to malatain them.,
Ands the filend assuring blm thal be will

give his oxact words, and see that his fami\ y

is made comfortablé, Is a very good iostance
of the solicitude ot friends for your honor,
From this foollsh instance we can draw a
lesson. Let us advise our Southern neigh-
bors to dispense with all “little pleasantries,”
and we hope that for Its own good the South
will acknowledge that all its course in regard
to reconstruction is only a “little ploasantry,”
aud with an apology rectify the errors of ita
way, If the South bad a few more Judge

Abels, it might have less courage, but it
wnulJ certalnly possess more comimon sonae,

About
one-third of the audience was asleep,
By means of these false despatches it is
hoped to create a furor in New York, If

Howard on Steedman and Fullerton.
